HAVANA, Aug. 18.—Reports 
that rebel expeditionary forces 
had landed in Oriente province 
from the United States stirred 
Havana citizens to intense ex­ 
citement today. 
News of the landing of rebel 
reinforcements reached Havana 
through the strict censorship en­ 
forced by the Cuban government 
and led many to believe that 
President Machado was not sail­ 
ing so smoothly as his commu­ 
niques had indicated. 
President Still Away 
The president was reported still 
in Santa Clara province, where it 
was reported that government forces 
had lost 180 men in an engagement 
with rebel troops. 
Shortly after the government’s 
announcement that Dr. Aurelio He- 
via, reputed successor to General 
Menocal as leader of the Insurrec­ 
tion, had been captured at Colon, 
rumors began to leak in via the 
grapevine route that Carlos Hevia, 
son of the doctor, had landed an 
expeditionary 
force 
on

coast from two schooners. 
These rumors were confirmed to­ 
day by an unimpeachable source 
and caused rebel sympathizers, de­ 
pressed since the arrival of the reb-

Widow Of Late Fiery 
Senator Dies 


DEATH COMES IN 
CAPITAL HOSPITAL

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Funeral 
arrangements were being completed 
today for Mrs. Belle Case La Fol­ 
lette, widow of the late Senator 
Robert Marion La Follette, of Wis­ 
consin. 
Mrs. La Follette died at 
Georgetown University hospital late 
yesterday following an operation for 
intestinal trouble on Monday. She 
was 72 years old. 
At her bedside were her sons 
Senator Robert M. Jr., and Phillip 
governor of Wisconsin, and a daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Ralph G. Sucher. 
An 
other daughter, Mrs. George Middle­ 
ton, was enroute from California. 
While never holding or seeking 
public office, Mrs. La Follette was 
;ver by the side of her renowned 
husband, and campaigned with him 
:n his political sallies w'hich made 
him the foremost legislator of his 
state and one of the strongest indi­ 
vidual pow ers in the nation 
Senator La Follette died June 18, 
1926.

Four Are Candidates 
There are four members of the 
1931 House who are candidates for 
judge in their respective counties. 
Two of this number stand good 
chances of being nominated and 
elected if reports received at the 
Capitol are accurate 
In «addition 
there 
are 
several 
House members who aspire to coun­ 
ty and city offices. 
There are two 
of the Allegheny county senators 
who aspire to the Republican nom­ 
ination as county commissioner. 
Most of the legislators who are 
candidates for local office were ad­ 
ministration supporters during the 
regular 1931 session. 
In the event 
they are successful for local office 
this year they would resign before 
the extra session gets under way. To 
fill these vacancies it would be nec­ 
essary to hold special elections in the 
districts. 
Filling of vacancies for the special 
session might give some idea of the 
public reaction toward the adm in­ 
istration. It is possible that in the 
contests for elections to the special 
session support or opposition to the 
administration might be an issue.

Provisions Of Act Call For 
Heavy Penalties For Il­ 
legal Possession 


Although he has not yet received 
a copy of the Witkin firearms law 
which becomes effective September 
1, Chief of Police Cy Horner believes 
that it will result in a decrease of 
crime. 
Plans to operate under its 
provisions will be made as soon as 
a copy of the law is received. 
The law provides that any person 
committing or attempting to com­ 
mit a crime of violence, when armed 
with a firearm in violation of the 
Witkin act, "may, in addition to the 
punishment provided for the crime, 
be punished also as provided by this 
act. 
We will be prepared to com 
ply with the act." 
Heavy Fine 
Maximum penalties of $3,000 fine 
and three years imprisonment are 
provided for violation of the Wit- 
kins act, officially designated as the 
“Universal 
Firearms 
Act”. 
These 
penalties could be imposed in addi 
tio n to others for the crime of vio 
lence. 
Display of firearms in the win­ 
dows of dealers also is prohibited. 
Each dealer is to pay an annual li­ 
cense fee of $10 and must furnish 
records of all sales to sheriffs or 
police chiefs. 
It makes imperative 
that anyone wanting to buy or pos­ 
sess firearms must register with the 
police or sheriff and receive a per 
mit. 
"I have not received a copy of 
the new act, but I have read news­ 
papers describing provisions of the 
law, and I believe that it will result 
in a decrease in crime. It will act as 
a curb on the man who is starting 
out to commit a crime on account 
of the penalties provided.”

MERICANS can laugh at the Japs for making a mountain out 
of a mole hill, but, if the situation were reversed and Hern­ 
don and Pangborn had been two Japanese fliers caught photo­ 
graphing American fortifications, there are sections of the United 
States where quite as much noise would have been made over 
the incident as has been made in Japan. 
The two American aces are guilty of error in judgment if 
they are guilty of anything. 
I heir first mistake was in hover­ 
ing over armed fortifications in a foreign land to which they had 
not been legally admitted, and their second was in photograph­ 
ing those fortifications. 
They may or may not have taken 
the pictures knowing them to be rare, but it is quite certain that 
thev would never have found their way into military channels 
for military uses. 
Setting the situation on Pacific coast soil and corresponding­ 
ly reversing the nationality of the personnel provides an oppor­ 
tunity for fairer judgment of the Japanese proceedings. 
Much 
would have been heard of the “Yellow Peril“ from the jingo;* 
who see in every oriental act and word an aggressive move 
against the United States. 
Would there be any suspicions of 
Japanese plotting or any show of racial prejudice against these 
friends across the Pacific, who, according to diligent propaganda, 
are supposed to be jealous, if not actually enemies? 
As nttivh 
as there was in Japan, probably. 
Nations and people must be narrowly suspicious to attach 
such significance to harmless gestures, but, because they arl 
petty and quick to suspect evil, it behooves all to avoid arous­ 
ing these unhappy passions.

WHEAT FOR CHINESE 
Surplus wheat in the hands of the federal farm “board has found a 
market in the drought areas of China, where, it is said, 10,000,000 per­ 
sons face starvation unless relief is forthcoming. 
The Chinese Famine 
Relief, U. S. A., is negotiating, in behalf of the Chinese government, for 
the purchase of the grain on easy terms. 
It is difficult to fee how the United States can reject a fair offer 
it rejection means starvation for millions of human beings, but it is easy 
to understand why it has not become excited over the plan as a means 
of helping American wheat growers. 
No m atter where it dumps its 
holdings wheat prices cannot react favorably, for the depressing agent 
this year is not last year’s surplus but this year's unprecedented bumper 
crop. The Chinese cannot eat enough wheat to help Kansas, where the 
price is just as low as the crop is heavy, nor can the farm board afford 
to sell so low as to force prices further down. 
Apparently the Chinese need is terribly real and urgent and John 
Earl Baker, advisor to the Chinese ministry of railways, denies that dis­ 
tribution would be impossible due to civil war and lack of transportation 
facilities. 
So the only obstacle to shipping the board's holdings to the 
Orient seems to be the question of authority, which it surely has. 
Sale of surplus wheat to a famine-ridden country certainly can­ 
not be construed as placing the government in the position of being more 
concerned with the 'woes of another people than with the unhappiness 
of its own unemployed.

DEFENDING A PROFESSOR 
Last spring the trustees of Ohio State University dismissed from 
the faculty Herbert A. Miller, professor of sociology, for alleged radical­ 
ism on social and racial questions and because a speech made by him 
in Bombay, India, had “incited Hindus to civil disobedience.” The case 
attracted so much public interest that the Aperican Association of 
University Professors was drawn into the controversy. 
Its investigating 
committee has Just made its report. 
As was expected by the informed and unbiased, the association, 
whose conservatism none will dispute, found Professor Miller’s remarks 
entirely harmless and a legitimate expression of opinion and the charges 
of radicalism wholly unfounded. Its verdict was that “personal animus" 
on the part of one or two trustees w’as responsible for the shameful in­ 
cident. 
There is far more to this case than merely the fact that an edu­ 
cator was sent job-hunting by some misguided trustees. 
Free speech, 
sound public policy, long established university ideals and good educa­ 
tional practices are at stake. 
Such questions are to be decided by what is best for education. 
Will education benefit from trustee censorship of faculty teachings and 
opinions? 
That could be answered in the affirmative were all trustees 
better educators than the teachers under them. 
Unfortunately, many 
college and university trusteeships are honorariums rather than recog­ 
nitions of great learning.

There are m any people residing in 
in the city who can remember politi­ 
cal campaigns of past years 
es­ 
pecially in years which presidential 
flections took place, in which there 
was great enthusiasm and during 
w hich parades were one of the m e­ 
thods of carrying on for the various 
m ajor parties. In fact there are 
those in the city who had an active 
part in some of these dem onstra­ 
tions. But away back in 1857, which 
probably none remember, there was 
a political dem onstration by the Re­ 
publicans th at doubled the popula­ 
tion of the city at th at time, while 
it was in progress. This great occa­ 
sion was the 9th of October, 1857. 
It is said to have been the greatest 
affair of the kind ever held here 
up until th a t time and probably 
held the record for m any years 
after that. It is reported th a t on 
th at occasion there actually took 
part in the procession, which was 
a part of the dem onstration, a total 
of 3,154 persons 938 horses, 68 cattle, 
93 horsemen 454 vehicles and seven 
bands. There were 1,834 flags and 
banners carried in the parade. It is 
a question as to w hether today, th a t 
great group of persons and vehicles 
could be gathered together in a 
political dem onstration.

Cavalrymen Enjoy 
Historic Country On 
Four Day March 


(By FORREST L, FLORIDA) 
COPENHAFFER, Pa., Aug. 19.— 
Troop “F” moved out of Colebrook 
Monday morning at 8:30 o’clocx en- 
route on our four-day march and 
bivouac. Our route followed w h s No. 
210 from Colebrook through Lawn 
to Elizabethtown. 
From there we 
traveled on route No. 230 through 
Rheems to Florin where we left the 
main road and took a short cut over 
to route No. 141, turning to the 
right and traveling this route for 
about a mile and turning off to the 
on a dirt road leading to Lan­ 
caster, Pa. 
After winding around this road 
for about five miles we finally arriv­ 
ed here. 
The truck assigned to 
carry our rations and kitchen equip­ 
ment and cook’s helpers and your 
uniter turned out to be a “Limping 
Lizzie” and about every two miles 
Sgt. Florida, our mess sergeant, had 
to sit on the bumper and pull the 
choke out on account of dirt in the 
gas line. 
About two miles from here we 
made a wrong turn on an upgrade 
and in stopping it was found the 
brakes would not hold. 
We had a 
water tank as a trailer with two 
members of “G” troop riding the 
seat and they got the thrill of their 
lives when this huge QMC truck 
started backing down hill with them 
in She lead. One of the boys jump­ 
ed off and grabbing a huge rock fi­ 
nally managed to get the truck stop­ 
ped but not until the water tank 
was in the ditch. 
No one was in­ 
jured in the least, just thrilled. Af­ 
ter getting the truck turned around 
tank was coupled up and pulled 
out and we were once more on our 
way. 
On account of having the 
slowest truck in the train we made 
the trip by following our various 
noses but with the exception of the 
one false turn—which was my fault 
—we made camp like 
a 
homing 
pigeon. 
We arrived here at 10:20 
a. m. and immediately the kitchen 
crew started to put up the cook 
tent, setting up the field range and 
in short order dinner was started. 
The troops coming mounted were 
not expected to arrive for several 
hours, as they were working out a 
reconnaissance problem on the way. 
This with the necessary stops every 
to rest both men and animals 
cause them to be five or six 
hours on the route that took our 
truck just short of two hours. Just 
at present the camp site is very 
chaotic. 
One might wonder hov 
these troops could possibly make a 
camp out of the maze of kitchen 
equipment and officers equipment 
laying around. 
But I just noticed 
that the troop’s kitchens that were 
among the first arrivals have smoke 
coming out of their ranges now and 
in a very short time we will all be 
settled down and feeding our empty 
stomachs. 
Sgt. Measel has arrived and the 
picket line will be up in short order 
and ready to tie the horses up when 
they arrive. 
Forage for the horses 
also arrived and everything is about 
in readiness for the troop.

Hemming, 
who

“rookie” school as an instructor the 
past week, has a new job today. He 
volunteered as a truck driver for the 
hike today and just told me that it 
is the sofest job he ever had. 
He 
rather desires it as he has been 
highly commended by his superior 
officers at the school as an efficient 
soldier. 
Some of the non-commis­ 
sioned officers detailed to this schoo' 
don’t seem to know much more than 
the “rookies”, according to various 
repeats received, and it is an honor 


to have a non-com from this troop 
so highly commended. 
An accident that might have prov 
ed serious happened shortly after 
the troop arrived. 
Pvt. Dick Mil 
ler had the misfortune to get kick­ 
ed in the shins by one of our tern 
pera mental horses and he was rush 
ed to the infirmary. We are happy 
to say that his leg was not broken 
as first reported and he just walked 
down the troop street feeling “as 
well as could be expected” with a 
pretty red, white and blue bruise 
The troop, which left Colebrook at 
about 8:30 Monday morning, arrived 
here at 1:50 p. m. with every man 
present and accounted for and in 
good condition except 
that 
they 
were all hungry, tired and thirsty 
These troubles have been taken care 
of and everybody has been cleaning 
themselves up and getting ready to 
see the sights. 
We are encamped for the night 
about one-fourth mile from Copen- 
haffer, which place is about seven 
miles from Columbia^. The camp is 
pitched in a hig field of about ten 
acres and a more ideal site coulc 
not have been selected. 
Both the 
103rd and 104th regiments are here 
with both 
headquarters and the 
headquarters of the 52nd cavalry 
brigade. In fact, the entire brigade 
is encamped here with the exception 
of those few “sick, lame and lazy” 
that each troop left at Colebrook to 
guard the respective troop streets 
and such equipment as could not be 
brought along. 
We left only two 
men in camp. These were Pvt. Hawk 
who was injured several weeks ago 
at hone when his horse slipped on 
a paved street in Mahoningtown and 
threw him, severely 
injuring 
his 
head and shoulders, and Pvt. Shelar 
the trooper who came to camp with 
Mr. Round with a broken leg in or­ 
der to boost the troop’s percentage 
of men at camp. 
These two men 
neither could ride a horse and as 
some one had to be left these two 
were selected. 
Pvt. Rick, one of our veterans 
from Troop “A”, 104th cavalry, who 
has been in the air corps of the reg­ 
ular army stationed at Ft. Crocket, 
Galveston, Texas, with the eighth 
squadron 
of 
the 
third 
attack 
gjfoup and who re-enlisted in this 
troop shortly before camp was se­ 
lected to act as one of the firing 
squad for the member of Troop B 
that was drowned. 
One man from 
each troop was selected as a mem­ 
ber and the pallbearers were select­ 
ed from B troop and other troops 
in 
the 
vicinity 
of 
Philadelphia 
These men left with the 
funeral 
party at 3:30 Monday morning and 
escorted the body to Philadelphia 
where the funeral services were held 
at the Sacred Heart church at 9:30 
Monday morning. 
Pvt. Rick rejoin­ 
ed us at Copenhaffer at 6 p. m. 
and stated that the firing squad 
was very good . They acted without 
previous instruction and performed 
their duty In an excellent manner.

Capt. Reed and Mr. Melvin left for 
home Monday morning immediately 
after our troop left camp, after 
spending

stated in my letter yesterday, Mr 
Round expects to return to us and 
finish out this maneuver with us. 
As it is just about dusk and my 
day's work not being quite complet 
ed, I shall have to eloae as we left 
our electric lights at camp and this 
office closes at dark for the night 
we hope.

STATE BUILDINGS 
EARLY IN OCTOBER 


HARRISBURG. Aug. 19.—Several 
weeks more must elapse before the 
State’s building program at ite vari­ 
ous institutions gets under way. In 
a number of instances architects 
have not been announced to prepare 
the plans for the additions and new 
construction to be paid out of ap­ 
propriations made by the last legis­ 
lature. 
Some time ago Secretary of Prop­ 
erty and Supplies James F. Malone 
announced the names of a group of 
architects that had been chosen to 
work on several institutions. The 
work is now in progress but the de­ 
partment is not yet ready to begin 
advertising for bids. 
Even after the architects go to 
work more time must elapse before 
construction wrork can be started. 
It is unlikely that actual construc­ 
tion can be started on a major 
scale before October and possibly 


later. In event of unfavorable wea­ 
ther at that time much of the work 
would necessarily be deferred until 
1932. 
The State is opening bids soon 
for construction work in connection 
with the dam at the Pymatuning 
reservoir project. There is an ap­ 
propriation of $1,500,000 available. 
This project Is of such a nature 
that much of the w’ork will be per­ 
formed with unskilled labor and 
mechanical devices. 
Road building operations through­ 
out the State continue to show 
weekly gains in the number of men 
employed. Last Saturday the high­ 
way department assumed full re­ 
sponsibility for the 20,000 miles of 
township road added by the legis­ 
lature. Improvement projects were 
started immediately in each county 
and more are to follow. It is the 
plan of the department to improve 
1700 miles of this road before wmter.

Necessary For Health 


Sufficiency, Cleanlinchs, Bulk, Balance .Most Important 
Elements In Foods For Normal Individual

Everyone agrees, I think, that m 
retaining health the most important 
element over which we have control 
Ls a proper diet 
Instruction to the 
public on this vital subject 
has. 
however, been 
badly 
confussed; 
partly by the employment oí mis­ 
understood or technical 
terms a 
whirl of calories, grains, vitamins, 
proteins, etc.; partly by extravagant 
claims for the value of certain die­ 
tary balances: and especially by the 
preachings of igmorant faddists who 
destroy confidence In wholesome ar­ 
ticles of food by claiming they wUl 
cause certain diseases. 
The fundamental 
principles 
of 
dietics are, however, quite simple. 
Let us reduce them to the simplest 
possible form. 
" A healthy diet for a normal indi­ 
vidual must have four 
qu^tics, 
which are, in the order of ifneir im­ 
portance: 1, sufficiency; 2, Cleanli­ 
ness; 3, balance; 4,^bulk. 
1. Enough. Naturally, the first con­ 
sideration. It varies with age, size 
of the body, and activity. 
A Pack­ 
ard car needs more gasoline than an 
Austin. Your car needs less gaso­ 
line when you simply drive to the 
movies than when you tour across 
the state. 
Your body acts 
the 
same way. 
There is only one way of measur­ 
ing the “enoughness” of food. Not 
by bulk. High-test gasoline Is better, 
ounce by ounce, than low test. The 
unit of food value Is the calorie— 
much as the word has been bandied 
about it must be understood to know 
dietetics. Different foods yield dif­ 
ferent amounts of calories— fats 
about twice as much as starches or 
protein.s. 
In general, 
depending 
upon age, weight and activity an 
adult uses from 2,000 to 4,000 cal­ 
ories a day. 
The appetite is a delicate regula­ 
tor of the amount of food you need. 
Naturally for most people the big 
meal of the day comes at night, at 
the end of activity. 
In most Am­ 
erican hom ^ half the dally food ra­ 
tion is eaten In the evening, a third 
at noon, and a sixth at t»*eakfast. 
2. Cleanliness. This means prin- 


cipally that the food must be free 
from germs. 
3. Balance. An adequate diet>mu.st 
contain six chemical 
varieties 
of 
substances: 1, proteins (m general, 
this means animal foods—meat, eggs 
and milk—but meaiy vegetables also 
contain large ajnounts of protein, 
such as beans, peas and nuts); 2, 
starches and sugars, found in veg­ 
etables, fruits, cereals, bread, etc.; 
3, fats; 2, water; 5. minerals—there 
IS salt in all tissues, iron 
in 
the 
blood, calcium in the bones, phos­ 
phorus in the brain, etc., and all 
have to be supplied; 6, 
vitamins 
ferr i i- fruits, vegetables, yeast and 
animal fats, which increase resist­ 
ance, promote proper growth and, 
in popular language, blood purity. 
Of the three energy-giving divi­ 
sions of the diet, the truly balanced 
diet should have one-half starches 
and sugars, one-fourth protein and 
one-fourth fat. 
4. Bulk, or roughage, constitutes 
the non-absorbable 
parts of the 
food, necessary for proper élimina -

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rglHis is the 8tory of 3500 miles of 
J. grueling automobile travel 
through the sandy coastal region of 
Southwest Africa, across the Kala­ 
hari Desert and through N ’Gamiland, 
Five naturalists, representing the 
Philadelphia Academy of Natural 
Sciences, three South Africans and 
three native boys were in the de 
Schauensee expedition. Seldom do 
white men visit this country. Seldom 
do white men penetrate to the last 
remote stronghold of the fast dis­ 
appearing African Bushman. The 
trip was made in a Ford car and 
three Ford trucks.

It may be assumed that thought- 
ui parents have had the child whc 
I to go to school for the first time 
physically prepared. 
He has been 
carefully checked upon by the fam ­ 
ily physician, and all remedial phys­ 
ical defects taken care of. 
There is another preparation es- 
ential to the child’s school success 
and 
mental 
health - psychological 
preparation. 
Normally 
the 
child 
eagerly looks forward to the first 
day of school. He has been talking 
about it for days and weeks and 
months. 
He has been asking many 
questions and has built up in his 
young mind many images of what is 
going to happen. The event suggests 
a large step in his development. It 
tells him he is big like other chil­ 
dren. 
The wise parent helps this child 
paint a promising picture of school, 
and in every reasonable way helps 
him contract happy, hopeful asso­ 
ciations 
concerning 
the 
expected 
new experiences. 
If the child has had a normal play 
life 
in 
the 
home 
neighborhood, 
school promises him 
more 
play­ 
mates, 
a 
bigger 
playground, and 
more games and happy times. 
He 
has heard about the many things 
that children do at school. If he is 
to enter the first grade, he has heard 
that he will learn to read and wrtie 
and spell, perhaps and work with 
numbers. 
He has seen older chil 
dren with their books at home, has 
heard them read, seen them write 
and has listened with amazement 
to their accounts of school. 
An occasional child, alas! hears 
somethings concerning school which 


stir up doubts and fears in him. An 
older child, desiring to overawe him 
has teased him about the bullies at 
school and has tried to make him 
oelieve that the teacher is a kind of 
ogre. 
Some parents, too, of the 
kind who try to frighten children 
into being good by threatening them 
with the doctor or policeman, will 
when the child annoys them, warn 
him about to enter school, of the se­ 
verity of the teacher, falsely pictur­ 
ing her his enemy: “when you go to 
school you will have to mind; if you 
disobey your teacher she will make 
you sorry in a minute.” 
Some 
children 
about 
to enter 
school have not had at home a nor­ 
mal play life. 
Perhaps they have 
not been allowed to play freely with 
many other children their size or 
age. 
Maybe they have not learned 
to take their own part, settle their 
own quarrels, or finish their own 
fights in self-defense. 
They may 
lave been forever shielded. If they 
have played only with older chil­ 
dren, these children have protected 
them or lorded it over them. 
If 
they have played only with younger 
children they have had their own 
way, and felt no need of standing 
up in self-defense. 
In any event 
they have not learned comfortable, 
happy social adaptation. Such chil­ 
dren are pretty sure to dread the 
new social contacts the school prom­ 
ises or will discover soon to dread 
them.

Also some children about to enter 
school have never been out of their 
mother’s sight for even a few hours 
at a time. The weaning process on 
the first day of school will be a ter­ 
rible ordeal for both the mother and 
the child. In the few days left, be 
it hoped that the mother of such a 
child will work out a gradual wean­ 
ing program, so that before the first 
school day the child will feel wholly 
comfortable for a whole day in her 
absence.
